gacy vnto the moſt chꝛiſtyned pzynce 
Emanuell, the kyzite of that name, 
bynge 


kynge of Poꝛtyngale / wyth whome 
(he ſendeth alſo a nother yonge man 
an Ebyſſyne boꝛne an noble man, Ja 
mes by his name, ok whome bykoꝛe 
in the deſctypcyon ok the legacy, we 
haue made mencyon. To theym ſhe 
gaue here letters of commendacyon 
dyzected to the hed ruler of that pꝛo. 
uynce, vnder the domynyon of pꝛe⸗ 
ſter Johfi, whole powꝛe ſtretcheth to 
Mazua and the lee of Araby, to pꝛay 
hym to helpe them as lecretely as he 
couide with all ſuch thynges as they 
(hold nede, makyng as though they 
were marchaut men which came the⸗ 
ther koꝛz marchaundyſe, This ruler 
(and who lo euer happeneth to be in 
that offyce ) is called in the Ebeſſyne 
tonge Baruagays. This Mathewe 
and his companyon the Ebyſſpne; 
thꝛough the letters of commendacy. 
on they had, were louigly welcomed, 
where as they made mery a certapne 
ſpace. neuer tellynge no manthepꝛe 
purpoſe, neyther what he wolde do 
there, 02 where when he thens depar 
ted he wolde become, But (to the — 
en 
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tent he myght bꝛynge his purpoſe to 
paſſe wyth leſſe patell) fayned hym 
ſelfe a lether byer, and in the meane 
ſeaſon now and then bought certayn 
pꝛeſents whych pꝛyuyly he ſent vnto 
quene Ellyn, Ind vnder this cloke, 
peruſed dyuers p20uynces, menyng 
this, that eſcapynge laufe wythout 
hurte,th:ough enmyes of thePoztin 
gales, at laſt myght come to Poꝛtyn 
gale pt ſelfe, and ſo there do the thyn 
ges he come fo. Fo2 other way then 
this was there not. Alwaye whether 
ſo euer he went oꝛ where lo euer he 
became, he toke with hym this yonge 
man his felowe the Ebyllpne, le. 
uynge all his hole houſhoide at Ar: 
qupke, whyche is a cyttp nere the lee 
coſte, appertaynyng to pꝛeſter Joh, 
dyſtant about a myle from the ple of 
Mazua. wherin that Baruagais be. 
foze named then abode. Foꝛ it is euer 

the abydynge place of that offpcer. 
But nowe pt percaſe any capcy⸗ 
ous felowe wolde obiecte why ok ſo 
many noble men, as there is no dout 
but there be in ſo great a court as p2e 
ſter Johfis is, there were not ſent in 
E tit. that 


thatembaſſate, ſome oldermen, men 
of mozegrauyte,of greater erperyece 
and bylydes this Ebyſſyns bone, 
whyche myght haue boꝛne a greater 
poꝛte and maieſte befoze our pꝛynce 
rather then thele, of whome the one 
was karre frome the nobilpte ether 
of an Ebyſſyne oꝛ Indpane eyther, 
bycaule beyng an Armenycane / and 
the other all though he was an Ebyl 
ſyne and in ß kynges court bꝛought 
vppe, vet but a ponge man, an wyth⸗ 
oute the company waytyng on hym 
Pp becometh a pꝛynces embaſſatour 
to haue / and therby ſheweth not the 
dygnyte ot a legate. But hereof map 
there be two cauſes alledged. 

The fy2:ſte, in all thoſe regyons 
(as great as they be)from the ſee of 
Arabp, to the water of Gange, there 
be but two languages, that is to wit, 
Derſyke and Arabyke. whyche lan⸗ 
guages who lo perfytely knoweth, 
may eaſely paſſe thozough all thoſe 
pꝛouynces. Nowe in Pꝛeſter Fohins 
courte be there verp fewe oꝛ none no⸗ 
bles, Ebyſſyns boꝛne, that can ckyll 
of thoſe tonges. Fpꝛſte bycauſe — 
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haue lyttell copany oꝛ acquayntaũce 
wyth the out boꝛderars. Secondely 
fo2 that yt ſeldome cauleth theym to 
go out of they2 owne countrey,as be⸗ 
pnge contente wyth theyze countrep 
lawes. And foꝛ Þ cauſe the ſame Ma 
thew, ſkylled in both the tonges and 
in all the pꝛouynces there about, foz 
he hadde okte ben in them / and ſeyng 
that at that tyme, all though he were 
an Armenpane, vet he was of the que 
nys counſayll, and very great about 
her , he was thoughte the metyſt foz 
that meſſage/ namely ſyns he hadde 
one ioyned wyth hym an Ebyſlyne 
bozne, whyche both knewe the ton: 

es and maners of many nacyons/ 
o that yt nede ſhold requyꝛe, he were 
mete to be ſent on a Iyke emballat, 
The ſeconde caule is. The actes 
of warre of the Poztyngales done 
wyth the Jndyans,agaynſt the Tur 
kes 02 Perſyes at that tyme was not 
ſo well knowen of the Ebyſſyns, that 
they thought it nedefull to veter any 
old noble Ebyſſpne, x ſpecyally ſyns 
they were vnexperte in p tonges in lo 
karre aud ſo dyliyculte a vpage, tyll 
yme 


tymethey were farther certyfyed by 
ſome other. And therko:e pleaſed to 
ſende that Mathew, an Armenycane 
bozne, as moſte meate foz that beſp⸗ 
nes whyche not greatly accopanyed, 
but as a marchaunt ſholde go and 
elpye al to gether. Ind that it ſo was 
ment, the mater lelke ſhewed. Foꝛ af 
ter ones all was eractely tryed by 
hym, there was then a nother embal 
ſatourſent, both an old man,a noble 
man, an Ebiſlyne bozne, and a pꝛeſte, 
connyng both in ſcrppture and Cal⸗ 
dap / on whome wapted a very great 
company ok nobles ofthe Ebyſlyns, 
of themperours pſter Johfis courte, 
And this mã was [ent vnto the moſt 
myghty pꝛice one Johñ, p thyꝛd king 
of Poztyngale. Foz Emanuel that 
was his father departed almoſt ,r.ye 
res a go. This legate wyth all His co 
pany at this pꝛeſent day is wyth our 
kynge, myche made on, and hadde in 
great reuerence. whome quel⸗ 
tyonleſſe they wold neuer haue lent, 

hadde they not ben afoze ſurely certy 
fyed of our maters by Mathew. But 
now we be a littell degreſled ** 
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Tet bs agayn refurne to our purpoſe. 
This Mathew then vnder the pze- 
texte of fayned marchaundyſle, after 
bis beynge at many other cytyes, re« 
ſoꝛted to Aden / whych is a cytye by Þ 
ſee of Arabye vnder the Turkes do⸗ 
mynpon, byelded euen as our cytyes 
be, very ryche, and very well fenſyd 
wyth fo:treſſes. where after he hadde 
falle in ſome familiare acqueyntatice 
wyth certayne marchaunt men, and 
hadde ſerched all thynge to the vtter 
moſte, and kynpſhed the maters he 
came fo2, makynge hym ſelfe euer a⸗ 
mõgeſt p Turkes a Turke, foz other 
wyle coulde he neuer haue eſcaped # 
done his beſpneſle ſaufe without daũ 
ger, he returned to Arquique where 
befoze he had left his houſhold wyth 
his companyon the Ebyſſyne thus 
he remoued, toke his houſhold again 
and ſo retourned to Aden, hopynge 
that krom thens he myght fayle wyth 
his warys and his houſholde to In⸗ 
dia. Foz why at the towne of Aden 
they are wonte to take ſhippynge tos 
warde India. where when he was 
landed he ſold al his lether & bought 
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other marchandyſe of Alexandrye to 
cary wyth hym to Indy, by whych he 
muſte nedes paſſe into Poztyngale. 
Now was a ſhyppe redy goynge to 
Inde, and he redy wyth all his mar 
chandyſe to go wyth that ſhyppe, 
whyle there ſpꝛonge a certayne luſpy 
cyon amonges the cetezyns of Aden, 
that he ſholde be a ſpye. wheruppon 
he was taryed and let that he coulde 
not take paſſage at that ſeaſon. But 
he as one ot a great wyt and experp. 
ence, ſo clerely purged hym ſelfe of 
- that ſuſpycyon, pꝛouynge in dede he 
was a marchaũt man, and that there 
he ſoughte nothynge but marchaun⸗ 
dyſe, that they gaue hym wyth hys 
houſholde free paſpozte, to departe 
whether hym pleaſed. But now then 
beynge dyſmyſſed / he founde neuer 
a beſſel gopnge toward Inde. Then 
he was fayn to hyer one, a ſo he with 
all his company toke ſhyppyng, and 
came towarde Inde, to a certayn no 
ble ryche cytye called aer. whych is 
dyſtant from Aden about a hundzed 
myle, where lykewyſe he founde no 
chyppes gopuge to Inde, bycaule L 
no 
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nowe pt was wynter, whyche there 
begynneth in Marche. Ind whyle yt 
laſteth no man may laile toward In⸗ 
de, fo: the great ſtoꝛmes of wynde 
(whyche is a meruaplous thynge) ỹ 
contynualiy blows contrary oute of 
one quarter. But when the lees ſer: 
ued hym, he layled from the cytye of 
 Xaer vnto a towne called Fartaque, 
there in euerp place fapnynge hym 
ſelfe a marchaunt of Turkey. From 
whens he wente to a place called the 
inhabitours of Dabul/a from thens 
to departe to the town of Goa. where 
the wyntered the gret Alkonſus Dal: 
bubarqae a Poztyngale , the chyefe 
capytayne of all India, pꝛedeceſſour 
vnto Lupus Doarez, whom we haue 
made mencyon of byfoze, whych was 
hepſubdewed al thatſame Inde, Ara 
by, Perſe , Malach and the hole ſee 
of Ganges, and made all them lub⸗ 
iectes toPoztyngale. Dabull is dy⸗ 
ſtant from Fartaque, whych is in the 
coſt of Inde.iiii.hundꝛed myle, from 
Goa.rl.fro Dio.tii.ſcoze great myle. 
D10 is a very ryche cytye, vnder the 
domynpon of Cambaie very well ken 
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fed, wyth gonnes and ſuche other in 
gens of warte, and very well walled. 
Furthermoze he taried at Dabul 
from May to Deceber,and there oc⸗ 
cupied hym ſelfe about marchandyſe 
becauſe in all that tyme he could not 
take ſhyppynge. At laſte he gate hym 
a (male veſſell, and beganne to gete 
hym away. And by ß reaſon he ſhew⸗ 
ed certayn ok his krendes & the mayſ. 
ter of the ſhyppe that he wolde go vn 
to Poꝛtyngale wpth his marchaun⸗ 
dyſe, by and by yt was ſhewed to cer 
tayne hed offycers of the towne , that 
there was a ſtraunger one vnknowe, 
whyche pꝛyuyly wolde conuey hym 
ſelte to Boꝛtyngale. wheruppon wot 
tynge neuer what they (hyld thynke 
of the mater,they kept him ſtyll with 
fay:e woꝛdes, and ſo let hym of hys 
paſſage fozy ſeaſon. After he ſaw this 
incontynẽt by certapn marchaũt men 
whych were wonte to be couerlant in 
Inde with the Poꝛtyngales, whyche 
he befoze hadde made hys frendes, 
he wzote ſecretely vnto the capp⸗ 
tapue Alfonſus Dalbuberque, cer⸗ 
titpeng hym as diligetlp as ye br — 
ap 0 
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how it ſtode with him. He asſoone as 
he knew it ſent thither certain ſhyppf 
and galleys ſome great ſome ſmale 
vnto hym, Silueſter Co230 was Þ ca 
pitayn of them, where whe he was ar 
ryued, firapt way he ſhewed the offp- 
ters of the town that he was ſent vn⸗ 
to them from v great duke Alfonlus 
Dulbuberque to ſeke a certayn mar⸗ 
chaunt man whyche he muſte nedes 
ſpede wyth all, a that the ſame Ma. 
thew was he whom he ſought / which 

knowen they gaue hym leue to lpcke 
wyth hym and ſo delyuered hym into 
his handes. Foꝛ this caule the Dabu 
lenſes vſed this liberalpte towarde 
hi, fo2 fere they ſholdſeme our ope ent 
myes, fo: as mych as they take mych 
p:ofpte by our Poztyngales whyche 
vſe Goa # Inde, a pet in place # time 
whẽ the map, ſecretly do vs dilpleaſe. 
This Mathew then cõuayde fro the 
citie ot Dabull, cam with this noble 
pong man 5 Ebyſſyne his kelow, al 
his kamyly, at ᷣ̊ laſt to Goa, where as 
we befo2e recyted, ð noble capptapne 
Alkonſus then wintered wyth a gret 
number bothe ok people & nobles of 
F iii the 


the Po:tyngales, There is bothe an 
tlex alſo a citie of this name of Goa, 
The citye J lay as it is very riche, lo 
is pt alſo very habũdaũt of all thyng 
that (eruyth fo: the kyndyng of men. 
Jn that dwelleth marchaunt men of 
all kyndes, Indians, Jrabyes, Per- 
{yas , wyth diuers of the realmes of 


- Narſynga a Cambaia. In thys ple 


be. iiii. great ⁊ very well fenſed fozz 
treſys, well maned wyth many hyez 
red ſouldyers ofthe Po:tyngales. 

There inhabiteth the city, about. xb. 
hundzed Poztyngales. Theſe be cy⸗ 
tezyns there, wyth they: wpues,chyl; 
dꝛen, and (eruauntes,beſydes many 
other, as ſoudiours a marchauntes. 
Both that hole Ile the cytye # the ca⸗ 
ſteles, be vnder the Poꝛtyngales. Jn 
the cytye be grãmer ſcoles kept, wher 
in is taught in comyn ſcoles both the 
latyne and the Poztyngale tonge. 

wherby the inhabytours of thoſe par 


tes, be as well (kylled in both thoſe 


laguages, as inthelaguageofthey? 
natyue coũtre, where they were bꝛede 


- and bꝛought vp. The tayth of Cryſte 


is euery where recepued amongeſt 
| ; them, 
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them. Many lumptuous and coſtelp 
temples & houſes of relygyo be there 
as well of other as of ſapnt Fratices 
oꝛder, where dayly is vſed diuine ſex 
uyce. Nuer pᷣ hygheſt parte ofa gate 
in the cytye, whyche they call ſaynte 
Mary da lera, be kept a had in great 
vencracyon # honour, the bones of 
that capytapne Alfonſus Dalbuber⸗ 
que. But nowe after y Mathew had 
arriued, from the town of Dabull in 
the hauen of Goa, the Capitapne Al- 
fonſus cõmaunded hym to come vn 
to him. He denped ⁊ ſayd he wold not 
come out of the ſhyppes, alled gynge 
5 he was not the legate of any meane 
pꝛince but ofÞ hygh mighty empour 
of Inde Pꝛeſter Johñ / a hereũto ad; 
ded that it were not cõuenpẽt no2 me. 
tely that thembaſſatour of fo hygh a 
myghty chꝛyſtened emperour, (hold 
be receyued to ſo noble a duke as Al- 
fonſus is wythout dewe reuerence c 
honour. TheAlfonlus callyng to ge 
ther hie clerkes, pꝛeſtes, a all his no⸗ 
bilite p were nigh at hand, goth foꝛth 
(namely ſyns he was 5 embaſſatour 


ol thẽperour Pzeſter Johfis)to mete 
hym 


hym wyth croſſes, and ſuch other 025 
namentes ofthe chyꝛche, the pꝛeſtes 
and clerkes ſyngynge this hymne: 
Te deum laudamus, within a fewe dayes 
after Flfonſus began to aſke hym of 
his legacy, to whome he anſwered, 
he was ſent from pꝛeſter Johũ vnto 
the moſt Cryſtened paynce Emanuel 
kynge of Poꝛtigale, # that he ought 
onely to open the cauſe of hys em⸗ 
baſſate to no creature but vnto yum 
alone. whych when he hard the duke 
Alkonſus ared hym no further quel⸗ 
tyons. wythin a whyle after when he 
(aw his time, this Mathew athis no 
ble ponge mã p Ebyſſyne, with al his 
company makyng haſt toward Pozz 
tyngale, Ilfonlus very gentylly ac⸗ 
copanted him vnto 5 hauen, whereta 
kyng ſhyppyng fro Goa they cam to 
ward Poꝛtigale. Ali this ſhewed vn 
me this Geozge Lupe Dandzade, 
that he knewe of a luerty foz trewth, 
koꝛ as myche(as we haue ſhewed you 
befoꝛe) the great rularof Inde Lupꝰ 
Soarez had ſent him from the Jle of 
Camara, as a ſpye amonge the Ebyf 
ſynes vnder the pꝛetexte of * 
pie, 
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dyle, toſerche out the frewth of that 
legacye. when he a that noble yonge 
man the Ebyſlyne , wyth all his fa- 
myly came to Poꝛtyngale, mp ſelfe 
(as Jhaue ſhewed pour holynes by 
fo:e)was by, whome J both ſaw and 
ſpoke often wyth all. Be was a man 
of mean ſtature, very whitly viſaged 
and ſomwhat ſallowe, wyth a ſyde d 
hoze here, wyth a longe whyte berde. 
whych a lyttell moze at lẽgth J haue 
che wed your holynes, to thentet you 
with all other be delyꝛous to know 
the very trewth (hall not thynke pt 
be a lye 02 fayned,

Fo: yt was tolde me bothe of good 
men # vertuous men allo (and that 
fo: a ſuerty to) that your nobles (the 
moꝛe ſhame foz theym) were in kaute 
why thoſe people were no better then 
bꝛute beſtes, noꝛ came to chꝛyſten⸗ 
dome. Foz ſo they fere they ſhall leſe 
à great parte of theyze pollynge and 
pyllynge and thepz accuſtomed raue⸗ 
nous roberpe, thozough the whyche 
thep pytyfully oppꝛeſſe with inlacya 
ble auaryce thole ſplly poze innocent 
people. Ind therfoze Þ delpꝛed you 
then (a yet agayne in Chꝛyſtes name 
do ) and that not J alone, but alſo as 
many as thynke as J do, that ſyns 
yt is pour offyce (as beynge theyze 
herdman, and they cõmptted to you 
by god) you wold cauſe thoſenobles 
of yours, toleue they: couetous cruel 
tye, and ſo in concluſpon to bzynge 
thoſe ſymple ſoules to the knowlege 
of Cryſte , and ſo payenge they2 dew 
trybutes to theyꝛ kynges , as other 
cryſten people do to they2e ping, 
e 
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Let thoſe nobles of yours take hede 
therfoze what they do, that they com 
pell not ſo great a foldcof ſhepe in 
tyme to come, in the pꝛeſence of that 
iuſte iudge Jeſu Cryſte, to axe iudge 
ment of that tyzanny of theyꝛs. IJ des 
ſyꝛe pour holynes to do that lyeth in 
you, whyche dopenge, ſe what glozy 
and what rewarde pou (hall obtayne 
of god, what pꝛays and laude byſp⸗ 
des ofthe wozlde. No moze to your 
holynes but thus fare you well, J 
ſuppoſe that I ſhalbe ſhoꝛtly at Poz- 
tyngale with the kynges hyghnes oz 
elles at Germany. But where ſo euer 
IJ become J (hall be holly yours, J 
pꝛay you J may be hertly recomeded 
vnto your bꝛother Olaus the great 
Goth, a very ſpecpall frende and los 
uer of myne.
